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New Speed Law Will 
Bring Pienty Arguments 


From now on it’s not “How 
fast?” but “How prudently?” 
that will be the rule of the road 


in California. 
Governor Frank Merriam has 
signed the state’s new speed law, 


enacted to clarify the old law 


which was weakened recently by 
an Appellate Court decision. The 
court held that speeding in _it- 
self did not constitute prima facie 
evidence of breaking the speed 
laws. If the defendant could prove 
that he was not endangering’ life, 
limb or property-—-even though 


he was exceeding the actual speed 
limit—he was not driving’ reck- 
lessly and was not guilty of vio- 
lating the law. 


The new law makes 45 miles an 


hour the dividing line between 
safe and unsafe driving, accord- 
ing to California Highway Patrol 
officials. 


If a motorist is arrested when 
traveling under 45 miles an hour, 
the highway patrol must prove 
under the reckless driving law 
that he was endangering life 
property. 

If, on the other hand, he is ar- 
rested while driving at a speed 
in excess fo 45 miles an hour, the 
motorist must prove that he was 
not driving imprudently. 

This law, of course, affects 
only state highways outside city 
limits.

Sequoia School To

Redwood City, July 20—Nine 
days before the opening of the 
fall term, reconstruction of all 
buildings on the Sequoia High 
school campus here to make them 
proot against earthquake shock, 
will be completed. 

This was the assurance given 
today by officials of P. J. Walker 
& Co., general contractors of the 
Job. Four-fifths of the concrete 
pouring has been completed; all 
welding work in the main acade- 
mic building is completed; lathing 
is underway, and plasterers will 
start Monday, it was said. More 
than 95 tons of structural steel

Spending on the Future 


The government of the United States, from the smallest 


incorporated city up to the Iederal government at Washington 


seems to be caught in an inextricable financial mire of inereas 


ing costs and a consequent increase in debts. It seems to be the 


fad or the fashion for government units to expand to meet 
any need, 


Instead of paying for these expansions as we make them, 
it seems popular to write out TOU’s on them, passing the buek 
of payment to the next generation, We are just now recovering 
from an econonie collapse which was brought about by busi- 
ness Over-expanding on credit. Now eovernment is doing the 
same thing in an effort to bring business out of the morass. 


There seems to be no adequate way to buek this trend in | 


government. It appears to be as inevitable as fate. Government 
must expand, and this growth takes money. Since money is too 
searce, credit must be employed. Credit is an easy and danger 
ous substitute for money. 


We have said that there seenis to be no way to stem this 
tide of spending on credit. ILere and there throughout the 
country, however, are several small government units, such as 
cities and counties, which have dared to settle their financial 
problems in their own way. They have dared to buck the trend. 
Some of the results achieved by these units have been interest- 
ing and—ftinaneially sound, 


Take the City of Roseville in Placer County, for instanee, 
with a population of 6,500, Last week the city eouneil adopted 
a budget of $827,787.24. Of this sum, only $20,973.06—or six 
per cent of the total—is to be

Despite this low rate for the comparatively large budget,
